AN ACT to amend chapter 194 of the general laws of 1864, entitled
‘‘an act concerning the terms of court in the third judicial cir-
cuit.”

T he people of the state of Wrisconsin, represented in senate
and assemdly, do enact as _follows :

- SEcTIoN 1. Section one of chapter 194 of the gen- Amended.
eral laws of 1864, is hereby amended so as to read as
follows: Section 1. The terms of the circuit court
for the third judicial circuit shall hereafter be held as
follows: In the county of Marquette on the Tuesday
next succeeding the first Monday in September, and on
the 'T'uesday next succeeding the first Monday in
February, in each year. In the county of Green Lake
on the second Monday in September and the second
Monday in February, in each year. In the county of
Dodge, on the fourth Monday in September and
fourth Monday of February in each year. In the coun-
ty of Washington, on the third Monday in October and
the third Monday in March of each year. In the coun-
ty of Ozaukee, on the first Monday of November and
first Monday in April in each year. )

SecrioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after irs passage and publication.

CHAPTER 119.

AN AOT to provide for the payment of the postage of state officers.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecrioN 1. The governor, the secretary of state, l{é{axgﬁ% .
state treasurer, attorney general, bank comptroller, su— 5nd egvelopes
perintendent of public instruction, superintendent of forsangancer
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public property, clerk of the supreme court and corres-
ponding secretary of the state historical society, are
hereby authorized to procure for the use of their re-
spective offices the necessary amount of postage stamps
or stamped envelopes for the payment of the postage
of the official correspondence of their several depart-
ments. The accounts for the above shall be audited
by the secretary of state upon the presentation of proper
vouchers verified by affidavit.

SectioN 2. There is hereby appropriated out of an
money in the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated,
a sum sufficient for the payment of the above amounts.

SecrioN 8. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 120.
[ Published March 14, 1868.]

AN ACT to amend chapter 126, of the ‘general laws of 1867, enti-
tled “an act to aunthorize the establishment of a board of immi-
gration.”

T he people of the state of Wisconsin, represented tn senaie
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SectION ‘1. Section 5 of chapter 126 of the general
laws of 1867, entitled “an act to authorize the estab-
lishment of a board of immigration,” is hereby amend-
ed so as to read as follows: “Section 5. This board
shall have authority. to provide for the collection of
statistics and useful information concerning the cli-
mate, products, population and resources of this
state, together with a statement of the best routes to
this state from the large cities of Europe, and for print-
ing the same in pamphlet form in the English, Welsh,
German, French and Scandinavian languages, in such
numbers as may to the board seem proper.

SecrioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage.
